The skin
which grows in a semi-circle on the top of
the nail requires much attention, for it is
often drawn on with ita growth, dragging.
the skin below the nail so tightly that i’
divides into what are termed agnails, Thewe
can be prevented by separating the skin
from the nails with a blunt balf-circular in-
strument, Many persons cut this pellicle,
but this should never be dome, 85 it causes
it to grow very thick and uneven, and

times damages the growth of the nail, - Itls
also wrong to prick under the nail with
sharp-pointed instruments, like the polnt of
the scissors or penknife, for this injures
their appearance. The nails snauld be kept
perfectly clean, and scrubbed with a brush
not so stiff as to hurt the skin, and the semi-
circulur flesh can be pressed back with the
towel without touching the quick. If this
method is daily pursued it will keep them
in perfect order, If the nails are badly
formed or ill-shaped, the ridges should be
scraped and rubbed with a lemon and well
dried afterward ; yet if the nailsare of a
very thin substance it would injure rather
than improve them to da this,
